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The Trend of Business 


IN THE UNITED STATES 

Business Activity for the 4-week period ending June 19 
was up 1 per cent from the previous 4 weeks, but was 3 per 
cent below the corresponding period in 1953, and for the 
first 5 months of the year was 4 per cent below last year, 
according to the New York Times activity index. 

Freight Car Loadings for the same 4-week period were 
up 2 per cent from the previous 4 weeks, but were 15 per 
cent below the corresponding period in 1953, and for the 
first 5 months of the year were 14 per cent below last year. 

Bank Debits outside New York City were up fractionally 
in May from April but were 2 per cent below May 1953. 
For the first 5 months of the year, however, bank debits 
were 1 per cent above last year. 

Life Insurance Sales were down 3 per cent in May from 
April, but were 3 per cent above May 1953, and for the 
first 5 months of the year were 5 per cent above last year. 

Industrial Production was unchanged in May from April, 
but was 10 per cent below May 1953, and for the first 5 
months of the year was 8 per cent below last year, accord- 
ing to the Federal Reserve Board index. 

Bituminous Coal Production was up 3 per cent in May 
from April, but was 22 per cent below May 1953, and for 
the first 5 months of the year was 18 per cent below last 
year.

IN OHIO 

Bank Debits in 16 Ohio cities were down 2 per cent in 
May from April, 6 per cent from May 1953, and for the 
first 5 months of the year were fractionally below last 
year. 

Agricultural Income was down 3 per cent in May from 
April and was 6 per cent below May 1958, but for the first 
5 months of the year was 2 per cent above last year. 

Bituminous Coal Production was up 6 per cent in May 
from April, but was 24 per cent below May 1953, and for 
the first 5 months of the year was 21 per cent below last 
year. 

Construction Activity as measured by the value of con- 
tracts awarded was up 19 per cent in May from April and 
was 9 per cent above May 1953, but for the first 5 months 
of the year was 14 per cent below last year. 

Retail Sales of Independent Dealers were down fraction- 
ally in May from April, 2 per cent from May 1953, and 2 
per cent for the first 5 months of the year. 

Department Store Sales were down 11 per cent in May 
from April, 9 per cent from May 1953, and 5 per cent for 
the first 5 months of the year. 

Placements by O S E S were up 14 per cent in May from 
April but were down 35 per cent from May 1953, and for 
the first 5 months of the year were 37 per cent below last 
year. 


Population Distribution in Ohio and 15 Most Populated States 


Another measure of the socio-economic structure of the 
15 states with the largest population is the distribution of 
population according to the nature of the place of resi- 
dence. The extent to which there is variety or diversifica- 
tion in population dispersion or concentration may tell a 
good deal about the state’s current development, and about 
its availability for the location of new enterprises in the 
future. 

The table on page 8 contains data on population by city- 
size class, “other urban,” and rural, from the 1950 Census 
of Population, together with deviations of the per cents of 
total in each state from the per cents of total in the United 
States for calculation of an “index of diversification of 
population location.” (On this index a state which would 
have a population distribution exactly coinciding with the 
U. S. pattern would have an index of 100.) 

It is apparent from these calculations that the state 
most resembling the United States in the rural-urban and 
city-size location of the population is Missouri, with an 
index of 86.8. 


Ohio Ranks Second 


Ohio, with an index of 83.4, is a close second, bearing 
out again the high degree to which Ohio mirrors, in a sin- 
gle state, the economic and social characteristics of the 


United States in total. Ohio has only slightly less of its 
population in rural locations and slightly more of its pop- 
ulation in medium-sized cities, than does the United States 
as a whole. 

Michigan and Wiscousin are close together at 3rd and 
4th places, respectively, on this scale of population con- 
centration and dispersion. 

Lowest-ranking among the 15 largest states are New 
Jersey and New York, where rural population is negligi- 
ble and the proportion of population concentrated in the 
large and very large cities is substantially greater than in 
the United States as a whole. 

The more rural states of the group, as North Carolina, 
Georgia, and Virginia, also place low on the scale. 

No inferences are made here as to the relative desirabil- 
ity of concentration of residence in very large cities, or in 
dispersion in rural locations. There are advantages and 
disadvantages of each. 

An industrial economy such as Ohio supports, naturally 
involves urban concentration. It is notable, however, that 
the urban concentration in Ohio is almost exactly in line 
with that in the United States as a whole, with a slight 
over-weighting in cities of 25,000 to 500,000, in spite of
